then planned to return East 
to Albany, N.Y., to study 
forestry in New York State 
College there. 

As a member of the Dal¬ 
ton hot-spot crew he and his 
fellows were among the first 
to enter the Sierra Madre 
fire scene. A sudden burst 
of flame drove them back. 

Michael, last out, was 
burned over 60 per cent of 
his body. For some 40 days 
he waged a determined fight 
to recover but finally suc¬ 
cumbed on Dec. 10. 

BEN ROGERS, president of 
the Pasadena Glen Associa¬ 
tion where residents were 
evacuated for three days 
while firemen battled 
flames in mountain canyons 
surrounding their homes, 
put it succinctly in saying: 

“We are all grateful to the 
fire-fighters and we’re glad 
to show our appreciation by 
helping the parents of one 
of those brave men." 

The funds collected will 
help defray some of the fi¬ 
nancial burden the elder 
Rushworths incurred when 
they flew to California to 
maintain a constant vigil at 
their son’s bedside. Mean¬ 
while, neighbors cared for 
their farm back in Vermont.

Two Sun Valley youths 
missing in the mountains 
were found in the pre-dawn 
Monday morning by ‘Tuffy’’ 
and “Seaneen” famed Stur¬ 
dy tracking bloodhounds of 
the Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team. 

Charles Roberts and Alex 
Leatherman, both 17, and 
clad in jeans and T shirts 
had spent the night clinging 
to the edge of a cliff in near 
freezing weather at the 3,500 
foot level above the Big 
Tujunga Canyon. 

'The boys had left their 
home Sunday morning to 
explore the hills above Sun- 
lahd. When they failed to 
return at dark their parents 
called the Montrose Sheriff’s 
station and their rescue unit 
went out. But they ran into 
difficulty following the 
boys’ footprints over the 
rugged terrain. 

AT 10 P.M. Sunday night 
Miner Harkness received a 
call requesting aid of his 
bloodhounds. Jim Ware also 
went along to assist in han¬ 
dling the dogs. For six hours 
the 150-pound dogs followed 
the scent leading rescuers to 
the stranded youths. 

Using ropes and flash¬ 
lights, the Montrose Sheriffs 
Rescue Team lifted the boys 
safely from the cliff and re¬ 
turned them to their par¬ 
ents. They were extremely 
cold but otherwise were 
unharmed.

Firm Gets 
$150,000 
From Union 

By Ewin Copes 

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — 
The labor-management pic¬ 
ture on the farm front, rela¬ 
tively quiet this year since 
efforts to organize farm 
workers have declined, had 
an interesting development 
in awarding of damages to 
a farming firm for the show¬ 
ing of a movie by labor peo¬ 
ple. 

Superior Judge George J. 
Buck, in Stockton, handed 
down a decision of $100,000 
general damages and $^,- 
0(X) exemplary damages in 
favor of the DiGiorgio Fruit 
Corporation. 

The judgment was against 
the AFL-CIO, the Agricul¬ 
tural Workers Organizing 
committee and certain labor 
officials, including Norman 
Smith, director of the AW- 
OC; Franz Daniel, assistant 
director of organization, 
AFL-CIO, and DeWitt Tan- 
nehill and Louis Krainock, 
AWOC officials. 

The film in question was 
called "Poverty in the Val¬ 
ley of Plenty,” and purport¬ 
ed to show conditions at Di- 
Giorgio farms. 

THE VICE PRESIDENT of 
the fanning firm, Bruce W. 
Sanborn, Jr., said he felt the 
decision vindicated the com¬ 
pany’s reputation. He said 
the suit, which had been for 
considerably more than the 
$150,(X)0, was necessary for 
the corporation to protect its 
reputation. 

The film had been inves¬ 
tigated in 1950 by the House 
subcommittee on education 
and labor, Sanborn said, 
which found it as falsely 
portraying living and work¬ 
ing conditions at DiGiorgio 
farms. 

At that time, the DiGiorgio 
firm had consented to a 
judgment of $1, with the 
provision that the film 
would not be shown again 
and that all copies would be 
destroyed. 

“The renewed showing of 
this film, some 10 years la¬ 
ter, proved that only a sub¬ 
stantial money judgment 
would prevent the continued 
use of this libelous film in 
attempts to organize farm 
workers,” Sanborn said. 

WHILE THE FILM in 
question purported to show 
actual conditions at the Di¬ 
Giorgio operation, it brings 
to mind another film which 
was shown by a nationwide 
television network which 
has brought strong criticism 
from California agriculture. 

This was the "Harvest of 
Shame,” shown some time 
ago. It since has been de¬ 
nounced by such groups as 
the California State Grange. 

Most of the objections to 
the film were on grounds 
that the shocking conditions 
depicted were not in Califor¬ 
nia but the inference from 
the film was that they were 
in California. It had been 
billed in pre program pro¬ 
motions as a film which 
would show working condi¬ 
tions of the migratory farm 
laborer in California. 

No one, of course, will 
question the fact, that living 
conditions for farm workers 
are not what they could be 
in California. A study by a 
task force of public health 
officials some months ago 
indicated sanitary condi¬ 
tions were poor in many 
areas. 

‘ HOWEVER, the gist of the 
state study report was that 
more should be done in the 
way of public health serv¬ 
ices by the state, with not 
all the blame being put on 
the farmer. For the people 
who come to the state by the 
thousands to work in the ag¬ 
ricultural industry are the 
responsibility of the state, 
just as are the other thou¬ 
sands of unskilled workers 
who come to seek their for¬ 
tune in California

His powers 
are almost unlimited. 

More than any piece of 
specific legislation, he is the 
man who can help to unite 
the nation behind the Presi¬ 
dent if he is in agreement. 
If they differ, of course, the 
speaker can cripple the Pres¬ 
ident’s program or so emas¬ 
culate it that nothing is rec¬ 
ognizable. 

Given these criteria, the 
Liberal Democrats undoubt¬ 
edly are asking themselves 
if McCormack measures up. 
Privately they say "no.” 
Publicly they say nothing. 
Every few years we hear 
talk about national “lead¬ 
ership,” or the lack thereof. 
Yet here we are at a crucial 
point with many Democrats 
ready to follow. But there is 
no Liberal leadership, only 
Conservative leadership, in 
the speakership fight. 

The one man who is show¬ 
ing fight is Rep. Richard 
Bolling of Missouri, who 
seeks the No. 2 spot as ma¬ 
jority leader. But if McCor¬ 
mack’s election is a fore¬ 
gone conclusion, then Rep. 
Carl Albert of Oklahoma 
probably will move up the 
seniority escalator along 
with him.

And those Liberal 
Democrats who are putting 
expediency first may find 
themselves a rather lonely 
and ineffective group come 
January if they do not exert 
their power now.

$14 Million Tax 

Southern California Edi¬ 
son Company presented its 
check for $14,015,739.23 to 
Tax Collector Harold J. Ost- 
ly on Dec. 11 as first in¬ 
stallment of local property 
taxes for 1961-62. 


Behind the scenes during and after a heavy rainfall 
or flood is, in many of its facets, the story of a city’s 
Department of Public Works. Often this is an untold, and 
even graphic recital, in its realism something of which 
the public should be made aware. 

Such is the report of C. A. 

Barkmeyer, Sierra Madre 
public works superintend¬ 
ent, concerning the heavy 
rainfall and floods resulting 
Dec. 1, 2 and 3, transmitted 
ot the last session of City 
Council by City Administra¬ 
tor Lawrence C. Bevington. 

After detailing how, bas¬ 
ing his action on the wea¬ 
ther reports, he called out 
a group of employes and 
thus prepared for eventu¬ 
alities, Supt. Barkmeyer re¬ 
counted that with the rain 
increasing, it became evi¬ 
dent around midnight on 
Dec 1 that equipment would 
have to be dispatched to the 
worst areas and a start 
made on shoveling out the 
dirt and debris. 

‘THE WORST condition,” 
he wrote, “was created by 
a flood coming from proper¬ 
ty at 801 Skyland Dr., affect¬ 
ing properties at 785 and 
775 Skyland. It was decided 
that the best operation was 
to keep the dirt and debris 
moving and by using the 
Michigan Loader we were 
able to prevent spilling of 
dirt and water over the low¬ 
er bank of Skyland Dr. until 
2 a.m. 

“After that the quantity 
of dirt and water Increased 
so much that we could not 
keep ahead of it. As a result, 
dirt and water started to 
flow over the south bank 
of Skyland Dr., and started 
to run into the different 
properties below (800 Sky¬ 
land Dr.). 

“Operation of our equip¬ 
ment was continued all 
night long, using relief op¬ 
erators, was continued with 
a fresh crew on Saturday 
morning throughout the day 
and up to Sunday at 6 a.m. 

“The rain by that time 
had stopped and following 
your suggestion, we called 
in some of our personnel to 
continue clean-up proce¬ 
dures. Work was continued 
through the afternoon until 
dark and fatigue of person¬ 
nel prevented further oper¬ 
ation of equipment. 

“AFTER EVALUATING the 

different circumstances, we 
decided to sand bag the 
driveway of. property at 801 
Skyland Dr. on the south 
side. It was felt that this 
would prevent water and 
mud from following the ' 
same course as it did pre- ] 
viously, thereby preventing g, 
properties on the south side 
ot Skyand Dr. from renewed 
inundation. 

“Certain steps should be 
taken by the property own¬ 
er of 775 Skyland Dr., as a 
considerable amount of mud 
and water has come down 
his driveway into Skyland 
Dr. 

“The situation at Auburn 
Reservoir No. 1 unexpected¬ 
ly turned out to be worse 
than originally anticipated. 

Part of the mud and debris 
washed over the wooden 
fence constructed by the 
Flood Control and this mud 
and water could not run off 
because the mountainside 
had produced a landslide 
from the other side and had 
blocked off any po.ssible run 
off on the east side of the 
reservoir. 

“To alleviate the condi¬ 
tion, extra boards were in¬ 
stalled on the railroad 
tracks already used as re¬ 
inforcing for the bulkhead 
and the lower part of the 
bulkhead was sawed off to 
the grade, making it pos¬ 
sible for debris and water to 
escape from behind the res¬ 
ervoir wall. 

"Our TD-9 tractor, oper¬ 
ated by Jack Rhodes, did a 


"AS FAR as Mira Monte 
Reservoir No. 1 is concerned, 
at the highest peak of flood¬ 
ing, the water level was still 
approximately 6 inches be¬ 
low the crest of the existing 
stone wall. 

“I am still of the opinion 
that additional boards as 
originally planned should 
be installed. As the owners 
of the adjacent property 
(Daniels) are still objecting 
against trespassing neces¬ 
sary for the installaton, an 
official request to allow 
our personnel to work on 
their side of the fence for 
two or three hours should be 
made.
